U.S. and Israeli officials sceptical of planned initiative 


PLO may seek place 
at UN for ‘Palestine’

The PLO is planning to seek 
formal admission to the UN as 
representatives of the state of 
“Palestine.” But well-placed 
U.S. and Israeli officials yester- 
day were doubtful that the initia- 
tive would get off the ground. 

The Fatah wing of the PLO, 
meanwhile, wary of a diplomatic 
setback that might accompany 
the declaration of an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state. is consid- 
ering an accompanying positive 
step such as recognition of Israel 
or of UN Security Council Reso- 
jution 242, Foreign Ministry 
sources said last night. 

The sources said that the extrem- 
ist organizations of the PLO are 
openly advocating the establishment 
of a PLO government-in-exile or the 
declaration of an independent state 
at the meeting of the Palestine Na- 
tional Council in Algiers next 
month. But Fatah, the sources said, 
appears to be more cautious, and is 
trying to ascertain the possible reac- 
tion of European Community coun- 
tries to such a move. 

In Amman yesterday, ἃ high- 
ranking PLO delegation consulted 
Jordanian Jeaders on the possiblity 
of proclaiming a Palestinian state 
and setting up a government-in-ex-

The PLO officials, who arrived in 
the Jordanian capital on Thursday, 


met with King Hussein for the first 
time since his July 31 announcement 
that Jordan would sever all legal and 
administrative ties with the West 
Bank. 
“We had consultations on the 
proclamation of a Palestinian state 
oer international Jaw and the for- 
mation of ἃ government for that 
state,” said Abdallah Hourani, ἃ 
member of the PLO’s Executive 
Committee. 

Under the plan favoured by the 
PLO, the Palestinian state would 
“immediately” Set up a two-state 
confederation with Jordan, Hourani 
said. 

The PLO reportedly asked Jor- 
dan to freeze new measures aimed 
at severing Jordan's ties with the 
West Bank and to continue issuing 
West Bankers passports until after 
the Palestine National Council con- 
fers on the matter, a PLO official 
said yesterday. 

“We hope to achieve such a delay 
during our talks here,” he said. “We 
don't want this move to have reper- 
cussions on our people living under 
Israeli occupation. 

“We are confident the Jordanians 
will help us in this transitional peri- 
od until {the PLO] decides how to 
fill the vacuum left by Jordan's with- 
drawal from the West Bank,” the

Rome, Nimmer Hussein, met last 
week with the secretary general of 
the Italian Foreign Ministry.

The sources, however, did not 
rule out the possibility that the PLO 
would ultimately abandon its plaps 
to declare an independent state or to 
set up a government-in-exile. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat has 
called for the creation of a PLO 
government-in-exile by the PNC to 
fill the vacuum left by Jordan. The 
PNC also will consider calling for a 
European or international mandate 
over the territories, PLO officials 
say. 

U.S. officials say that in the past, 
the PNC has proven to be too badly 
splintered to be able to reach a deci- 
sion as decisive as that to set up a 
government-in-exile, and they re- 
main sceptical that PLO leaders will 
be any more successful this time, 

Israel's acting ambassador to the 
UN, Yohanan Bein, yesterday said 
that any acceptance of the PLO as a 
UN member state would be “a very 
dangerous precedent” and probably 

“lead to the downfall of the United 
Nations.“ 

But Bein and other Israeli diplo- 
mats also said they were not taking 
all that seriously reports circulating 
in New York and Washington -- at- 
tributed to the PLO's permanent 
observer at the UN, Zehdi Terzi --

Holon man 
knifes mother, 
sister, then 


hangs himself

HOLON - A 20-year-old man. Ofer 
Abadi. murdered his mother and 
slashed his sister on Friday evening. 
His body was found yesterday morn- 
ing hanging from a tree in Jaffa. an 
apparent suicide, police say. 

The tragedy started Friday at 
about 3 p.m. Neighbours on 11 Re- 
πον Hatothanim in Holon entered 
the apartment when they heard 
screams for help coming from with- 
in. They found Nili Abadi. a 49- 
vear-old divorcee, and her daughter 
Ravit. both of whom had been 
stabbed numerous times. 

The two women were rushed to 
Wolfson Hospital. where several 
hours later the mother died on the 
operating table. 

Ravit, who lives on a kibbutz in 
the South, told investigators that 
Ofer went amok. attacking the 
women with a commando knife he 
had purchased earlier. 

The suspect fied and Holon po- 
lice, reinforced by other units. 
launched a search for him. 

The father was called to the 
scars. 

Yesterday morning at 7:30 police 
were called to a park near the El 
Bakr mosque in Jaffa. where they 
found the wanted man hanging 
from a tree at the end of a steel wire. 

Neighbours of the Abadi family 
said that Ofer was mentally ill and 
was receiving psychiatric treatment 
at Abrabanel mental hospital.

Puppeteer gives life to potatoes

The puppets are potatoes: the 
trick is to make these common ob- 
jects come alive. 

Thomas Jelinek does just that. 
The 32-year-old Czech Jewish pup- 
peteer is scheduled to appear in Je- 
rusalem's week-long Fourth Inter- 
national Festival of Puppet Theatre 
which opened last night. 

Six potatoes perched on fingertips 
become ἃ group of dancing Hassi- 
dim. Voices and songs transform 
spuds into rebbitzins and grave-dig- 
gers. Jelinek gives life to potatoes 
like the 16th century Maharal of 
Prague (Rabbi Judah Loew ben Be- 
zalel) is said to have given life to clay 
when he created the Golem, the 
magical creature that looked like a 
human being. 

_ The analogy is not by chance: Je- 
linek’s show is called the The Go- 
lem. Adapted from legends record- 
ed by Eli Wiesel, the story tells how 
the Maharal of Prague created the 
Golem with magical incantations to 
help the persecuted Jewish commu- 
nity. When, for example, the body 
of a Christian child was planted in a 
Jewish home to prove a blood libel, 
the Golem magically pinpointed the 
grave from which the body had been 
stolen and nabbed the culprits. 

After 10 years the Maharal turned 


the Golem back into clay because it 
had accomplished its purpose and 
left it in the attic of Prague's Alt- 
neuschul (Old-New Synagogue). 
According to legend. it is still there. 
waiting to be catled again. 


“While I was studying puppetry in 
Prague,” Jelinek explains, “I used 
to pray in the Altneuschul. I was 
praying under the Golem. And 
when I had difficulties, I would visit 
the Maharal’s grave in the Prague 
cemetery, sit there and speak to 
him. 

Then, when 1 moved to a tiny 
village in Tuscany [Jelenik has lived 
in Italy since 1982], | found an olive 
tree there that had the shape of the 
Golem. 1 said to myself: ‘The Go- 
lem is following me.* 

Jelinek also grew up with the Go- 
lem. His Orthodox Jewish grand- 
παραὶ put him ond his little sister 

leep at night with puppet shows 
and dramatizations of this and other 
legends. The legend of the Prague 
Golem. the reality of assimilationist 
Jewish existence in Czechoslovakia, 
and a family tradition of puppetry 
impelled Jelenik to bring the Golem 
alive in his own unusual way. 

“During World War IT, my grand- 
mother was in Theresienstadt. 
While there, she did puppet shows

Eban decision could hurt Labour 


Sixty per cent of the public thinks 
that the Labour Party blundered in 
not putting Abba Eban on its elec- 
toral list for the next Knesset, ac- 
cording to a public opinion poll con- 
ducted by Dahaf in the last week of 
July. 

The Dahaf poll of 1,179 Jewish 
aduits, representing a cross-section 
of the country except for kibbutz 
residents, showed that among 
Alignment supporters, 64 per cent 
said that Labour erred in keeping 
Eban out of the next Knesset. It 
showed that 57 per cent of Likud 
supporters also held that Labour 
had blundered. 

Some 32 per cent of the entire 
sample felt the decision to keep him 
off the list would damage Labour’s 
electoral prospects while only five 
per cent felt it would help. Twenty- 
seven per cent of Labour's suppoxt- 
ers, 39 per cent of the Likud's sup- 
porters and 26 per cent of the 
undecided voters said the decison 
would hurt Labour's prospects.

Jelenik says he began to feel like 
K, the hero of Prague-born Franz 
Kafka's novels. “Κ is like the Jew 
who is not home here or anywhere. I 
added him to my show. He repre- 
sents the schizophrenia of not know- 
ing if you're a Jew or assimilated. I 
feel this very much.” 

The show teems with symbolism. 
Even the earth (clay) from which 
the Golem was made is alluded to by 
the potatoes -- “apples of the earth” 
(tapuchei adama in Hebrew) -- which 
he uses to tell the story. 

In giving life to these everyday 
objects, The Golem becomes a per- 
sonal voyage for the puppeteer and 
a universal allegory for the 
audience.

Cleaning up after the 


AS I WAS reading Prof. Shulamit 
Reinharz's pi in The Jerusalem 
Post (July 26) “Shall the Litterers 
Inherit the Land?,” I noticed an el- 
derly man on the bench next to me 
cracking sunflower seeds and dis- 
carding the shells on the sidewalk 
beside him. Was this wizened gen- 
tleman, obviously tired after a hard 
day's work, making a political state- 
ment about his ownership of the 
land? Unlikely. 

Like Ms. Reinharz, we have all 
encountered the disheartening sight 
of plastic bags marring pi 
landscapes. beverage containers 
biemishing scenic roadsides, ciga- 
rette butts and sunflower-seed shells 
defacing the grandeur of archaeo- 
logical treasures. 

‘The reasons are manifold. It is 
unlikely that “Israelis litter to make 
the land theirs." The root of their 
littering may well lie in a totally 
different direction: in a long history 
of diaspora living where attention 
was concentrated on family life 
within the home with little regard to 
the frequently hostile outside envi- 
ronment, in 2 land not their own. 
Today, littering appears to be a re- 
sult of thoughtlessness. laziness, 
lack of caring. But whatever the un- 
derlying reasons, at least one gov- 
emment organization has decided to 
do something about the situation: 
the Environmental Protection Ser- 
vice in the Ministry of the Interior. 

In 1984, at the instigation of the 
EPS, a Maintenance of Cleanliness 
Law was by the Knesset. It 
forbids the throwing of waste, build- 
ing debris or vehicle scrap into the 
public domain. An innovative sec- 
tion of the law empowers the Minis- 
ter of the Interior to appoint inspec- 
tors or anti-litter wardens. 
Sabot το, report offenders of the

This extraordinary legal step was 
taken in consideration of the special 
character of this law as an “‘educa- 
tional” statute affecting the major- 
ity of the population. Thus far, some 
11,000 Israelis. young and old, from 
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all ethnic groups and social strata, 
have signed on as cleanfiness war- 
dens. On 2 totally vojuntary basis. 
they have presented thousands of 
Teports on cleanliness violations 
throughout the country resulting in 
the conviction of thousands of of- 
fenders either by the courts or 
through the payment of fines. 
Fines today stand at NIS 150 or up 
to NIS 3,000 in coust convictions.

on the matter by jotting down the 
car details: license plate number, 
colour, place of littering, etc. We 
submitted these details, to the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Service for 
follow-up. The EPS traced the car to 
its owner and sent a request for pay- 
ment of fine as per the provisions of 
the Cleanliness Law. The driver ex- 
pressed his regrets and promised the 
violation would not recur. He afso 
paid the fine. ς 

A cleanliness inspector noticed 
that a cigarette butt was discarded 
from the car directly in front of him. 
He noted the details of the car and 
submitted them to the EPS. The 
driver received a notice of fine but 
refused to pay, electing to stand tri- 
al. The evidence convicted him and 


stiff penalties. ᾿ 
At a ceremony commemorating 
World Environment Day held in the 
Knesset in June, two especially ac- 
live anti-litter wardens were award- 
ed special citations while four 
youngsters received monetary 
awards for their prize-winning draw- 
ings on the subject of cleanliness.

These twin tools worked so well 
that today the country abounds ἐπ 
wild flowers to the delight of Israchs 
and tourists alike. We believe that 
our cleanliness campaigns can lead 
to similar results. The initial signs 
are there. A recent survey undertak- 
en by the {sraef institute of Applied 
Social Research showed that the 
cleanliness campaigns undertaken 
by the EPS and other groups have 
immeasurably increased awareness 
of the problem. Israelis today are 
much more sensitive to the state of 
their environment than ever before, 
Sixty-nine per cent of the public 
polled was very upset by the litter in 
public areas. 

The persistence of the EPS and 
other organizations, along with the 
dedication of caring members of the 
general public. should bring about a 
significant i ent in the be- 
haviour of israelis. Israelis interest- 
ed in taking part in this national 
effort and signing on as anti-liner 
wardens may apply to the Environ- 
mental Protection Service, Ministry 
of the Interior, POB 6158.

Keeping politics clean and honest 


ISRAELIS, AND JEWS in general, 
are notoriously fond of superlatives. 
The summer is never just hot, but 
invariably, the hortest in a decade 
or, better still, in living memory. 
The winter is always the coidest, 
driest. wettest ever. Our drivers are 
the worst in the world; our girls, the 
Sexiest; our soldiers, the bravest; 
our political system, the most 


antiquated. 
There may be more than a grain 
of truth in some of the tion: 


but thar is not the point of these 
reflections. 

To the regret of many Israelis, 
relations with Great Britain failed to 
develop as they had hoped they 
would, at least on the official level. 
Differences of opinion notwith- 
standing. London had been looked 
up to as the bearer of democratic 
standards which we should try to 
emulate. 

That. by and large, we never real- 
ly hit it off with the British may not 
be entirely unrelated to the incom- 
patibility of our love of hyperbole 
with their utter lack of it. Admitted- 
ly, it ἐς frustrating to have one’s 
convincingly and superiatively pre- 
sented views greeted with no more 
than a raised eyebrow or, at best, a 
non-committal “I see.” How much 
more gratifying it is it to elicit exu- 
berant responses of agreement or 
support — even, if-need be, of vehe- 
ment contention ~ from Americans, 
Mediterraneans or other people 
more like in their emotional 
structure and manser of verbal

intercourse. 

Overstatement is not, of course, 
just a figure or technique of speech; 
it is a function of thinking processes 
which may, at times, be too impul- 
sive. It may represent an over-reac- 
tion not just in words, but also in 
substance, and on occasion, it can 
give rise to mental syndromes which 
are not easy to correct. Unwarrant- 
ed verbal reactions often generate 
even less-warranted courses of 
action. 


THIS IS NOT intended as a panegy- 
tic on the art of understatement. 
Quite the opposite. 

Had the British, in the mid-Thir- 
ties still a Great Power, been more 
spontaneous and impulsive, less 
given to mental restraint and emo- 
tional frigidity, the worst disaster 
that has befallen mankind might 
have been averted. On the other 
hand, whether today’s outbursts of 
hooliganism on soccer-fields and 
elsewhere can be interpreted gener- 
ously as belated acts of repentance 
for past sins of lethargy is 
questionable. 

All of which should lead to the 
conclusion that neither exaggeration 
for understatement but calm and 
sober expression should be one's 
lodestar — although what these two 
terms mean exactly in practice may 
again be debatable. 


True, hyperbole is but one of the 
symptoms of i: ible verbaf 
exnemism that obsess life in Israel. 
Bad as it is, it is in other areas ~ in 


IN NORMAL times ~ which, unfor- 
tunately, have always beer in short 
supply ~ all this could be considered 
axiomatic. The fact that we are. in 
our sorry tradition, on the threshold 
of a prolonged election campaign 
does not improve the prospect that 
the call for restraint will be heeded. 
The temptation to outdo each other 
in invective may prove irresistible to 
candidates and parties seeking the 


citizens in an independent state, the 
people of Israel have rarely known 
more tense times. It goes without 
saying that they must be given every 
opportunity to hear, and examine 
carefully and conscientiously, alter- 
native proposals and programmes in 
a situation fraught with grave dan- 


ger. and make their chuice. 

For once, the use of the superia- 
tive may ὃς justified: the coming 
elections may really be the most im- 
portant ever held. That is precisely 
why, more than ever before, decen- 
cy and rrue democratic behaviour on 
the part of all involved must be 
made to prevail. 

We are not called upon to vote for 
either fascism or bolshevism, but for 
what we believe to be the best way 
to ensure the future of the Jewish 
people and the Jewish state in peace 
and security. That, and only that, ix 
at stake; no more and no less. 

Would it be too much ~ and too 
naive — to ask at this crucial junc- 
ture, when the National Unity gov-

dergone it. Female circumcision 
(the removal of the clitoris) is an 
ancient practice shrouded by taboos 
and primitive customs, according to 
the London Observer. 

African women and their support- 
ers in the West are pleased by the 
news of an apparent link between it 
and Aids because that will help draw 
attention to the practice, which they 
oppose. The Nigerian Women's 
Centre, for example, has spearhead- 
ed a campaign to draw global atten- 
tionn to the health hazards of female 
circumcision. 

An anthropological study at the 
University of California found that 
the outbreaks of Africa’s Aids epi- 
demic have consistently hit regions 
where female circumcision is prac- 
tised. Only Sudan has so far reacted 
positively to the centre's requests to 
outlaw cruel operation.

dergo a bi test for Tay-Sachs 
disease before they become engaged 
to be married. The Dor Yesharim 


Society in the Mattersdorf quarter 
have called on parents to send their 
children of marriageable age for the 
test, which is carried out at the soci- 
ety’s offices and at certain Health 
Ministry facilities. As most of the 
families are of Eastern European 
origin, which is the prime communi- 
ty to suffer from the genetic defect, 
the campaign is not surprising. 

If one parent carries the defect, 
the child will be a carrier; if both 
carry it, the child will have the dis- 
ease, for which there is no cure. 
Most Tay-Sachs babies die between 
the age of two and four, and suffer 
blindness, spasticity, and progres- 
sive mental and physical retarda- 
tion. 


A JOINT FUND to finance new 
research in the field of pharmaceuti- 
cals and health has been set up by 
the Teva pharmaceutical company 
and Yissum, the research and devel- 
oon company of the Hebrew 

niversity in Jerusalem. It is aimed 
at forging stronger links between 
pure research conducted at the uni- 
versity and commercial drug manu- 
facturers. Teva says it plans to set up 
additional joint research funds with 
other academic research institutes.

Leumi workers want 
10% stake in bank

Bank Leumi workers are seeking 
to buy 10% of their bank's shares 
after the government's redemption 
of commercial bank shares in Octo- 
ber. Members of Leumi’s works 
committee met Friday with deputy 
finance minister Adi Amorai and 
presented him with their proposal 
for such a purchase. — 

Amorai. who will be in charge of 
implementing the banks’ shares ar- 
rangement, told Leumi’s employees 
that the government wants to sell 
the shares. But he added no decision 
has been taken as about the way this 
will be executed. He added the gov- 
ernment could offer part of the 
shares in auction, allowing the cur- 
rent owners to remain in control. 

Representatives of the works* 
committee told Amorai they intend- 
ed to finance the purchase with 


money from Leumi employees’ an- 
nual bonus. 

Treasury officials expressed their 
satisfaction at the workers’ initia- 
tive. They said the employees were 
probably inspired by Finance Minis- 
ter Moshe Nissim's declaration that 
the workers of Israel Chemicals 
would be offered 4% of the compa- 
ny’s shares. when the government- 
owned corporation is sold to private 
investors. 


The officials said the Treasury has 
already been approached by poten- 
tial investors. both in Israel and 
abroad, about the possibility of pur- 
chasing shares in the commercial 
banks after October. They added 
that so far, the Union Bank has 
been the one which has received 
most of the attention, since it is the 
smallest of the banks included in the 


arrangement. 


‘Wall Street slips, dollar 
mixed as rough week ends 


NEW YORK (Reuter) — Wail Street 
stocks edged lower and the dollar 
was mixed Friday as the financial 
markets ended a rough week on an 
uncertain nate. 

Bond prices fell for the fourth 
straight day in a continuing reaction 
to hikes in U.S. interest rates earlier 
in the week. The vield on the bench- 
mark 30-year Treasury bond at one 
point shot up to 9.46%, its highest 
level since the October crash. 

On Wall Street. the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average lost 1.78 points 
to 2,037.5. extending its loss for the 
week to §1.61 points. 

Earlier in the week, the Federal 
Reserve lifted its discount rate by a 
half-point and major U.S. commer- 
cial banks boosted their interest 
rates by a similar amount, prompt- 
ing selloffs in the U.S. and foreign 
stock and bond markets. 

Dealers said investors were fur- 
ther discouraged by a government 
report showing higher U.S. inflation 
in July. The Labour Department 
said wholesale prices rose 0.5% af- 
ter climbing 0.4% in June. Even 


more worrisome, the inflation rate 
excluding the volatile food and ener- 

components rose 0.6% after ris- 
ing 0.3% the previous month. 


The dollar fell to 1.8825 marks 
from 1.8855 marks at Thursday's 
close. 


The U.S. currency rose to 133.25 
yen from 132.90, while the pound 
advanced to $1.7140 from $1.71. 

“Everyone's battened down for 
the trade figures now,” said a cur- 
rency dealer in London. “Nothing 
much is likely to happen before 
then.” U.S. economists expect the 
report wil] show that the nation’s 
trade deficit widened in June to 511 
billion or more from $10.93b. in 
May. 
After the close of trading in New 
York. the dollar fell further on 
Commerce Secretary William Veri- 
ty’s comment that he would like to 
see the currency back where it was 
during the Toronto summit of the 
Group of Seven industrial nations in 
late June. The dollar was about 13 
pfennigs lower at that time.

Greeks shake up stock exchange

ATHENS - Reforms echoing Lon- 
don's “big bang™ promise a shake- 
up in the Athens Stock Exchange. 
which used to have a reputation as 
just about the drowsiest in Europe. 

Exchange President Christos 
Theodorides has resigned over the 
changes. but the government has 
gone ahead and pushed through leg- 
islation which, like the London re- 
forms of 1986, opens up the market 
to new players including banks. 

“This law is wide-ranging and ini- 
tiates changes which are wider and 
more advanced compared to those 
that are taking place in countries 
such as Portugal, France, Spain and 
Italy,” said the bill's architect, Pro- 
fessor Zannis Res. 

The reform will end a monopoly 
of 32 brokers who now contro! all 
dealing on the old-style open outcry 
floor in a neo-classical facaded 
building in central Athens. A paral- 
lel market will be formed for firms 
that cannot meet listing require- 
ments for the exchange. A new cen- 


HONGKONG Stocks closed steady on 
light bargain-hunting by overseas fund 
managers with trading overshadowed 
by rumours of an imminent increase in 
local interest rates, brokers said. 

The Hang Seng Index finished 5.65 
points higher at 2,600.93 and the 
broader based Hongkong Index was up 
3.77 to 1,716.75.

1.5m. homeless as heavy rains 
continue to lash Khartoum

KHARTOUM - Heavy rains lashed 
this desert capital yesterday. exacer- 
bating flooding that has already left 
1.5 million people homeless and 
hampering efforts to distribute 
eme supplies. 

‘The rains bean about midnight 
and continued through the night, 
creating huge pools of water in the 
streets of downtown Khartoum. a 
city of 4 million people. The airport 
was closed. and the Nile was rising. 

A dual tragedy is unfolding for 
the one and a haif million people 
who lost their homes in earlier 
flooding more than a week ago. 
Many have been living in the open 
since then, exposed to the mercy of 
the elements. 

The rain is bad news too for the 
emergency relief teams that have 
been flying supplies into Sudan from 
all over the world. These have been 
lying on the ground while 
the government decides on a policy 
of distribution. Tents which should 
have been erected a week ago are 
lying in little water-soaked bundles 
at the airport. 

Refugees living in the so-called 
Black Noose encircling Khartoum 
are clamouring for emergency food 
rations as the government dithers 
over whether to dip into food grain 
reserves estimated at more than 
200,000 tons. 

The Black Noose is the term 
coined for the coilection of shanty 
towns on the outskirts of the capital. 
Families living there, with distinc- 
tive tribal markings etched across 
their foreheads, are mostly from 
Christian and animist tribes in 
Southern Sudan who trekked north- 


wards to escape the twin perils of 
famine and civil war in their areas. 

More than ten days after Sudan 
experienced the worst fiooding this 
century, families living in these “un- 
planned sections™ had still not re- 
ceived any help from the 
government. 

Although in some parts the waters 
have actually receded, the victims of 
the catastrophe are stranded like 
penguins in a sea of mud. Dotted 
around them are bits of clothing. 
shoes buried at crazy angles and bits 
of sticks to remember their homes. 

For such a major disaster the 
number of people killed has been 
relatively small. But casualties could 
rise later this month as more rain 
water rushes down the Blue Nile 
from the Ethiopian highlands and 
converges on ioum. The de- 
structive impact of the water is visi- 
ble in all parts of the capital, espe- 
cially sections like Marzouk. north 
of Omdurman, where not a single 
house has been left standing and 
families living there have to cope on 
their own to survive in blazing sum- 
mer temperatures. 

A few have rebuilt shelters of 
wood and mud, even more tempo- 
rary than the ones they were used to 
living in. For others, struggling to 
extricate their belongings from be- 
neath the sea of Pompeiian mud, 
hope lies with a government that has 
yet to respond. 

Joseph, a member of a Southern 
tribe, who saw his home swept 
away, lashed out at the incompe- 
tence of the authorities. “It seems 
we have no country, no govern- 
ment, and now nothing left to call 
our own.”
